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INTRODUCTORY NOTICE. 



THIS Yolume has been prepared especially for Universalist Sunday schools 
and homes. It presents a larger number of services than is usual in 
oar liturgies. Provision is made for each Sunday in the year, with services 
applicable to festival and other special occasions. Brevity has been con- 
sulted, but not at the expense of the great purpose of a liturgy : a help to 
devotion and spiritual training. We have attempted to utilize, for benefit to 
children, as many devotional psalms, with a few passages from the prophets, 
as we well could within the limit of a year ; and also to produce, by way of 
Gospel lessons, a large number of scenes from the life of the Saviour. It 
was thought best not to distribute the Hymns throughout the Liturgy, but to 
gather them into a separate department. The Hymns suitable for the several 
services are indicated. 

In preparing the " Psalms " and " Gospels," we have felt ftee to select such 
portions, and to place them in such order, as seemed desirable for the purpose 
above set forth. We have not scrupled, when the occasion demanded, to sub- 
stitute for pronouns the nouns for which they stand, and sometimes have 
changed the person and nvmher of verbs and their subjects, and sometimes the 
ienses; but in no case, we believe, is there a perversion of the original senti- 
nent The '< GU)spels " are made up from a " Harmony," such particulars 
being taken from each writer as it was supposed would make the narrative 
most clear. 

Only a few of the special services have the Order set forth in detail. The 
order recommended for common observance is as follows : — 

1. Singing^ either of a Hymn, or, if convenient, from the singing-book 
used in addition to this Manual. If such a one is desired, we suggest *' Songs 
of Joy," issued by the publishers of this volume. 

2. The PsaJmy the leader using the paragraphs printed in Koman letters, 
tiie othen responding with those printed in Italics. Minor pauses, better to 
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enf are reading in concert, are marJced thus : ( | ). Daring this exercise let 
all stand. 
8. The Ghspel, to be read by the leader. 

4. PrcLyer. Let all, standing, join by Toice in this exercise throaghout. 
If anj prefer otherwise, let all saj the Amen aadibly. Let the Infant Class 
pronoance the Lord's Prayer immediately following. Minor paases are 
marked, as before. Let yoices be distinct bat sabdaed. 

5. A Hymn : one of those assigned to the service in the Index. Let it 
always be a Hymn, that children may accustom themselres to devotional 
praise. 

6. Addreeees: which may well be upon some topic connected with the 
exercises. 

7. Leesons, 

8. Singingy or other Oenerai Exercise. The " Winchester Profession '' 
may be repeated in concert, or the Commandments in response. They are 
provided for such use. They may be employed at alternate services, or the 
Frotession may be generally used, substituting the Commandments for one 
Sunday in the month. 

9. Benediettanf or Ascn^umt for which several forms are set forth. 

We supplement the Services with a few forms for home use by very little

There can be little difficulty in distributing the Services through the year.

Winter, Spring, Swmmer, Aviumn, for appro- 
priate Sundays in those seasons respectiyely. 

Easter Sunday, taking with it Pdlan Sunday (the Sunday next before it) 
and Whitsunday (the seyenth Sunday after it), is moyable. With the ser- 
yices for those days we furnish Calendars for a number of years. When 
necessary, the order of the seryices must be broken, that those appointed 
shall come upon the proper Sunday. 

If there should be 53 Sundays in the year, as in 1876, 1882, 1888, one of 
the seryices in October or Noyember may be omitted ; if 52, as usual, and 
No. LIV. is to be used, drop out one of those in October or November, and 
one in April or May, unless Children's Sunday and WhitBucday occur on the 
•amedi^.

Bepentance, 

"^T"OW in the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberins Caesar, came John the 
l\l Baptist, preaching in the wilderness of Judea, and saying, "Repent ye :

THE GOSPEL. 

Living Wa ter, 

WHEN Jbsxts left Jndea, and departed agam into Galilee, he must needs 
go through Samaria. Then cometh he to a city of Samaria, called 
Sjchar, near to the parcel of ground that Jacob gave to his son Joseph. 
Now Jacob's well was there. Jesus therefore being wearied with the journey 
sat thus by the well. It was about noon. 

There cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water : Jesus saith unto her, 
** Give me to drink.** (For his disciples had gone away into the city to buy 
food.) Then saith the woman of Samaria unto him, " How is it that thou, 
being a Jew, askest drink of me, who am a woman of Samaria ? " (For the 
Jews have no dealings with the Samaritans.) Jesus answered and said unto 
her, " If thou knewest the gift of God, and who it is that saith to thee, * Give 
me to drink,' thou wouldst have asked of him, and he would have given thee 
living water.'* The woman saith unto him, ** Sir, thou hast nothing to draw 
with, and the well is deep: whence then hast thou that living water? Art

So when the 
Samaritans were come unto him, they besought him that he would tarry with 
them : and he abode there two days. And many more belieyed because of his 
own word; and said unto the woman, '* Now we believe, not because of thy 
saying : for we have heard him ourselves, and know that this is indeed the 
Chbist, the Saviour of the world."

THE GOSPEL. 

The Sermon at Nazareth. 

AND Jb8U8 came to Nazareth, where he had been brought up : and, as his 
custom was, he went into the synagogue on the Sabbath daj, and stood 
up for to read. And there was delivered unto him the book of the prophet 
Isaiah. And when he had opened the book, he found the place where it was 
written, '' The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, because He hath anointed me 
to preach the gospel to the poor ; He hath sent me to heal the broken-hearted, 
to preach deliverance to the captives, and recovering of sight to the blind, to 
set at liberty them that are bruised, to preach the acceptable year of the 
Lobd."

Works of Healing, 

rr the ftynagogae at Capernaum, where Jbsus was, there was a man witn 
an unclean spirit; and he cried out, saying, **LetuB alone : what have we 
to do with thee, Jssns of Nazareth ? Hast thou come to destroy us ? I know 
thee who thou art — the Holy One of God." And Jesus rebuked him, saying, 
** Hold thy peace, and come out of him." And when the unclean spirit had 
torn him and cried out with a loud voice, he came out of him. 

And Jesus entered into Simon's house. And Simon's wife's mother was 
taken with a great fever ; and they besought him for her. And he stood over 
her, and rebuked the fever, and it left her ; and immediately she arose and 
ministered unto them. 

And Jesus went about aU Galilee, teaching in their synagogues, and preach- 
ing the gospel of the kingdom, and healing all manner of sickness, and aU 
manner of disease among the people, and his fame went throughout all Syria : 
and they brought unto him all sick people that were taken with divers diseases 
and torments, and those which were possessed with demons, and those which 
were lunatic, and those that had the palsy ; and he healed them. 

And there came a leper to Jesus, beseeching him, and saying, *'Loiti>, if 
ihou wilt, thou canst make me clean." And Jesus, moved with compassion} 
put forth his hand, and touched him, saying, '' I will : be thou clean." And 
immediately the leprosy departed from him.

And 
behold, certain of the scribes said within themselves, " This man blasphemeth. 
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Wlio can forgiye sins bnt God onlj?** But Jesus, perceiving their thoughts, 
said, ^* Wherefore think je evil in your hearts? For which is easier? to say 
Thy sins be forgiven thee? or to saj, Arise, and walk? But that ye may ^ 
know that the Son of man hath power on earth to forgive sins — (he said 
unto the palsied man) — I say unto thee, Arise, take up thy bed, and go unto 
thy house." And he arose, took up the bed, and went forth before them all, 
glorifying God.

Works of Healing — The Sabbath.

Self -Examination. 

JESUS taught his disciples, saying, *< Judge not, and ye shall not be judged t 
condemn not, and ye shall not be condemned : forgive, and ye shall be 
forgiven : give, and it shall be given unto you ; good measure, pressed daim. 
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and shaken together, and rnnning oyer, shall men give into your bosom. Fox 
with what judgment ye judge, ye shall be judged : and with what measure ye 
mete, it shall be measured to you again. And why beholdest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother's eye, but considerest not the beam that is in thine own 
eye? Or how wilt thou say to thy brother. Let me pull out the mote out of 
thine eye, and behold, a beam is in thine own eye ? Thou hypocrite 1 first 
cast out the beam out of thine own eye, and then shalt thou see clearly to 
cast out the mote out of thy brother's eye.*' 

The LoBD sent Nathan the prophet, in the olden time, unto Dayid the King. 
And he came unto him, and said unto him, ** There were two men in one city ; 
the one rich, the other poor. The rich man had exceeding many flocks and 
herds : but the poor man had nothing, save one little ewe lamb, wliich he had 
bought and nourished up : and it grew up together with him, and with his chil- 
dren ; it did eat of his own meat, and drank of his own cup, and lay in his 
bosom, and was unto him as a daughter. 

*' And there came a traveller unto the rich man, and he spared to take of 
his own flock and of his own herd, to dress for the wayfaring man that was 
come unto him; but took the poor man's lamb, and dressed it for the man that 
was come to him." 

And David's anger was greatly kindled against the man ; and he said to 
Nathan, ^^ As the Lord liveth, the man that hath done this thing shall surely 
die : and he shall restore the lamb fourfold, because he did this thing, and be- 
cause he had no pity." 

And Nathan said to David, *' Thou art the man. Thus saiththe Lord God,

V. FOR THE GOSPEL. 

The Resurrection of Christ, 

WHEN the even of the day on which Jesus had been put to death was 
come, Joseph of Arimathea, a rich man, ar. honorable counsellor, a 
good and just man, a disciple of Jesus, but secreUy, for fear of the Jews, 
went to Pilate, the Roman governor, and begged the body of Jesus. Then 
Pilate commanded the body to be delivered. And when Joseph had taken the 
body, he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, and laid it in his own new tomb, 
which he had hewn out in the rock ; and he rolled a great stone to the door of 
the sepulchre, and departed.

And very early in the morning of tlie first day of the week came Mary Mag- 
dalene and the other Mary unto the sepulchre, bringing the spices they had 
prepared, and certain others with them.

The love of Chbist con- 
straineth us ; because we thus judge, that if one died for all, then were all 
dead : and that he died for all, that they which live should not henceforth live 
unto themselves, but unto him who died for them, and rose again. And all 
things are of God, who was in Christ, reconciling the world unto Himselfy 
not imputing their trespasses unto them."

""^^•es. Therefore being by the right hand of God exalted, and ha ving received

The Saviour and Children. 

WHEN Jb8V8, soon afterward, had departed from Galilee, and come into 
the coasts of Judea, by the farther side of the Jordan, they brought 
young children to him, that he should put his hands on them and pray. And 
bia disciples rebuked those that brought them. But when Jesus saw it he was

To the Philippians he wrote : ** God also hath highly exalted Jbsus, and 
given him a name which is above every name : that at the name of Jssus 
every knee should bow, of things in heaven, and things in earth, and things 
under the earth, and that every tongue should confess that Jssns Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of God the Father.** 

The beloved disciple, John, in the isle of Patmos, heard a great voice out 
of heaven, saying, ** Behold, the tabernacle of God is with men, and He will 
dwell with them, and they shall be His people, and God Himself shall be with 
them, their God. And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes ; and 
there shall be no more death, neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there 
be any more pain : for the former things are passed away."

Paul at Athens, 



W'HILE Paul the Apostle waited at Athens, for Silas and Timothaus, fop 
whom he had sent, his spirit was stirred in him, when he saw th^ 
city wholly given to idolatry. Therefore disputed he in the synagogue witl»- 
the Jews, and with the devout persons, and in the market daily with them thaE^ 
met with him. And they took him, and brought him into Areopagus, sayings 
** May we know what this new doctrine, whereof thou speakest, is? For tho\M- 
bringest certain strange things to our ears : we would know therefore what thes^ 
things mean." 

Then Paul stood in the midst of Mars Hill, and said, " Ye men of Athens^ 
I perceive that in all things ye are very devout. For as I passed by, and beheld 
your devotions, I found an altar with this inscription, ' To the Unknowk 
God.* Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship. Him declare I unto you. 
God that made the world and all things therein, seeing that He is Lobd of 
Heaven and earth, dwelleth not in temples made with hands ; neither is He 
worshipped with men's hands, as though He needed anything, seeing He givcth 
to all life, and breath, and all things ; and hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the face of the earth, and hath determined 
the times before appointed, and the bounds of their habitation, that they 
should seek the Lord, if haply they might feel after Him, and find Him, though 
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He be not far from every one of us. For in Him we liye, and move, and have 
onr being; as some also of your own poets have said, * For we are also His off- 
3pnng.' Forasmuch then as we are the offspring of God, we ought not to think 
that the Godhead is like unto gold, or silyer, or stone, graven by art and man's 
device. And the times of this ignorance God overlooked ; but now He com- 
mandeth all men everywhere to repent : because He hath appointed a day in 
which He wiU judge the world in righteousness by that Man whom he hath 
ordained ; whereof He hath given assurance in that He hath raised him from 
the dead."

The Last f^aupper. 

THE daj before Jesus was crucified was the first day of the feast of un- 
leavened bread, when the passover must be killed.
